Various are the etymologies which have been suggested for the 
nam2 of OUSLEY. 


Some will have it that the original family was Lee, and that 
some dwelling in the West became known as the West Lees, later “Wesley, 
and so on, and that others came to reside on the Oyse and were called 
Ous Lees. Others again trace it to progenitors living on the confliu- 
ence of the two Rivers, Ous and Lee. Others again derive it from the 
French oisle, a bird. However this may be, the OUSLEYS are said to 
have descended from a Shropeshire Family. 


The Family Crest is a Wolf's Head with a bleeding hand in its 
mouth. The Motto is "Mors lupi agnisvita". This crest like so many 
others is accounted for bv a curious legend. A gallant warrior of 
that name married a beautiful maiden named Amnes, about the time of 
Edward I. After his return from the Holy Land marched through Shrope- 
shire to attack the Prince of Yaks. Ouseley being of rank in that 
country considered it his duty to meet the King and invite him to 
his home, though reluctant to, he left his bride, 


Agnes on the following day went a short distance to meet the 

King and her husband. But just as, accompanted by her maidens, when 
she approached the Royal party, a large black wolf rushed out of the 
Holly thicket and bit off her hand. .So intent was the ferocious 
beast upon his pray that the enraged husband was enabled to seize him 
and strangle him before the King and to sever the head from the body. 
Before this adventure the Arms of the family of O,,seley were an "Or, 
a Cheveron" but the rend has it that upon this occasion the addi- 
tion was maie of "three Holly leaves vert, a chief sa." to the arms 
and the Crest of “Wolf's head with a right hand in its mouth couped 
at the wrist, gules out of a ducal coronet with the Motto, "Mors lupti 
agnis vita", and it is said that there exhists in a church in Shrope- 
shire a monument containing the figure of this “iarrior and his lady, 
in which the latter is represented without her right hand,
